REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the main reason for 
the allowance of claim 1 is that the prior art fails to disclose the target differential speed setting 
unit, in combination with the turning state determining unit, the left and right differential speed 
calculating unit, the differential limiting torque calculating unit, and the front and rear wheel 
differential limiting torque setting unit. The main reason for the allowance of claim 13 is that the 
prior art fails to disclose the step of calculating a differential limiting torque on basis of 
information about a left and right wheel target differential speed and an actual left and right 
wheel differential speed, when said inside wheel speed exceeds said outside wheel speed by a 
preset threshold value in a turning state.
